County Treasurer Guy O. Lunn 
said that the tax bills will be sent 
out about the second or third week- 
in July. That will mean that schools . 
and towns will have to wait a little 
longer than usual -for their money. 

There will be . but j one deadline 
date this year for payment, Sept 1. 

For the county as a' whole, real 
estate assessments are up by $23,- 
582,535, but personal property as- 
sessments declined by $3,384,230. . 
Smith reported that real estate as- 
sessments for the 1954 tax year, on; 
which property owners ■ will .'■• be 
paying this summer when. the tax. 
bills come out, total $571,642,445. 

Personal property assessments are 
$88, 134,790 as compared to $91,- 
519,020 in the'previous years. . Rail- 
road assessments, figured by the 
state, were down a total of $451,381 
throughout the county, from $15,-. 
127,438 in.1953 to $14,676,057 in 1954. , 
Capital stock on which owners will' 
pay taxes this year is up $187,750, 
from $4,746,700 in u 953 to $4,934,450 
in 1954. . ' 

Grade schools emerge again as 
the largest single consumer of the 
tax 'dollar. The tax extension for 
grade school purposes for 1954 is 
$8,101,968.38, an increase of $1,122,- 
743..30. High schools ran ' a close 
second, extending $6,069,643.01, on 
Jncreaserof .$373,J80.10:over ^the^pre- 
vious year.S- Cities^ '-and villages . 
were the third -largest: single item, 
extending $2,611,403^2* an increase 
of $277,000.55; "'and' county purposes 
•were fourth, extending. $1,222,897-92, 
an increase' of $134,082.80. 

Most notable saver of the tax "'dol- 
lar were the sanitary districts which 
lowered their extension this' yeari. 
by $89,669.62, to a figure of $444,- 
825.86.

Economic Highlights 

It is undoubtedly true that hope is higher now 
than it has been for years that the threat of World 
War III can be lessened, and the existing uneasy 
peace made more secure. That hope Is based on an- 
other hope— that there has been a significant change 
in attitude in the Kremlin. Doughty old Winston 
Churchill suggested this, rather cryptically, when he 
said: "We have a new scene. New men are masters 
Jn the Kremlin. It is by no means certain that there 
is not another 'now look' on other faces with more 
powerful forces behind them which may still be most 
■beneficial to the overwhelming masses of people all 
Oyer the world who wish to dwell in peace with one 
another." 

This view is not universally held by any means. 
Authoritative and respected voices here and abroad 
warn that the Russian leopard will not change his 
spots, and that to think otherwise is the most dan- 
gerous of illusions. However, the top men in the 
West, for the most part, are now taking a cautiously 
optimistic stand. President Eisenhower, for one. 
sees signs of light ahead. ' It is of the utmost sig- 
nificance that he has agreed to a Big Four conference 
"at the summit," not just on the level of the for- 
eign ministers. In the past, he was very cool to 
this idea. 

In part, the President's present position may 
be due to the pressure exerted by the British and 
French in behalf of any action that offers the slight- 
est chance of improving the world situation. But the 
Russians, under their new leadership, have taken 
some tangible and important steps. The signing of 
.the long-delayed Austrian peace treaty, which makes 
that country a neutral tied neither to East nor West, is 
the outstanding example. And apparently, the Rus- 
sians will discuss the Formosa problem without the 
participation of Red China, which they refused to 
do in the past. 

Dorothy Thompson, long •a student of Russia and 
International communism, recently disputed the idea 
(that nothing can or will change Lenin's theory that 
a long period of co-existence between capitalism and 
communism is impossible; and that one or another 
will have to be destroyed. This concept, Miss 
Thompson argued, was radically changed by Stalin,

It'* the Female of the 
Species That Bites in 
Case of the Mosquito 

Mosquitos plague man 'from the 
tropics to the Arctic Circle, from 
coastal marshes -to far-inland des- 
erts. N Yet your knowledge of their 
habits has so far been relatively 
scant. 

Entomologists, studying this uni- 
versal pests, have learned a good 
deal about it. Some of their find- 
ing are revealed by Allen Rankin 
in the July Reader's Digest. . 

Only the female mosquito bites, 
the male not being equipped to. 
According to current belief, the fe- 
male of any mosquito species needs 
an occasional sip of human or ani- 
mal blood aS a kind of vitamin. 
Without this rejuvenating charge at 
least once every 25 generations, the 
breed begins to weaken and die. 

Rankin's article, condensed from 
La Revue Moderne, states that the 
female mosquito's high-frequency 
drill slips easily through the tough- 
est skin. Generally, she can take 
off before you slap because 4hc sud- 
den tension of your skin "tele- 
graphs" the blow. To the mosquito, 
the slightest nervous rippling be- 
neath her is like an earthquake. 



Sales Tax Will Be 

Raised to 3c Before 
Present Session Ends 



Rep. Paul Powell (D„ Vienna) 
says he is certain the legislature will 
increase the 2 per cent sales tax be- 
fore the current session ends 
June 30. 

Powell said that, if necessary to 
settle constitutional questions, he 
would drop a property tax reduc- 
tion feature from a bill he is spon- 
soring for a state-wide 3 cent sales 
tax. 

Powell's bill is competing for 
house votes with the revenue pro- 
gram advocated by Gov.

The pests seem to bite most often 
at night, probably because the spe- 
cies that is the biggest nuisance 
happens to be a night-feeder. The 
female finds her way to the target in 
the dark by means of a "chemore- 
ceptor" — a combination sense of 
small and radar-like sense of "feel" 
beamed to heat waves and odors 
given off by the human body. 

The common house mosquito sel- 
dom flies more than 1000 feet from 
its birthplace. Some of the salt- 
water marsh breeders, however, 
can raid towns 50 miles distant. 

The male mosquito lives only 
eight or nine days, the female about 
30. In her life span, however, the 
female of the common species lays 
about 100 eggs, and in temperate 
climates 15 generations are born in 
a season. The resulting progeny, If 
unmolested, would reach astronom- 
ica figures. 

Mosquitos are actually good for 
something, from the human \'iew- 
point. Without mosquitos as food, 
many insect-eating birds and ani- 
mals might perish, allowing even- 
worse pests than mosquitos to 
plague us.
